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Preface 


The Weekly Coal Production (WCP) report provides 
weekly estimates of U.S. coal production by State. 
Supplementary data are usually published monthly in 
two supplements: the Coal Exports and Imports 
Supplement and the Domestic Market Supplement. 
This week's Coal Exports and Imports Supplement 
contains detailed monthly data on U.S. coal and coke 
exports and imports. The Domestic Market Supple- 
ment contains detailed monthly electric utility coal 
statistics, by Census Division and State, for genera- 
tion, consumption, stocks, receipts, sulfur content, 
prices, and the origin and destination of coal ship- 
ments. This supplement also contains sununary-level, 
monthly data for all coal-consuming sectors on a 
quarterly basis. 

Preliminary coal production data are published 
quarterly, based on production data collected using 
Form EIA-6, "Coal Distribution Report." Based on 
1988 through 1990 data, the coal production estima- 
tion error for a quarter at the national level (i.e., the 
difference between the sum of the weekly estimates 
for a quarter and the quarterly EIA-6 preliminary 
data) ranges from 1 percent to 4 percent for 1988, 1 
percent to 2 percent for 1989, and 0.3 percent to 3 
percent for 1990. 

Final coal production data are published annually, 
based on the EIA-7A coal production survey. Based 
on 1988 through 1990 data, the revision error for a 


quarter at the national level (i.e., the difference 
between the EIA-6 preliminary data and the EIA-7A 
final data) ranges from 0.02 percent to 0.08 percent 
for 1988, 0.09 percent to 0.14 percent for 1989, and 
0.01 percent to 0.05 percent for 1990. Usually the 
EIA-7A coal production data are higher than the EIA- 
6 coal production data, due to differences in the 
threshold reporting requirements.

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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended November 23, 
1991, as estimated by the Energy Information 
Administration, totaled 21 million short tons. This 
was 7 percent more than in the previous week, and 
nearly 28 percent higher than in the comparable week 
in 1990, which included the Thanksgiving Day holid- 
ay. Production east of the Mississippi River totaled 
13 million short tons, and production west of the 
Mississippi River totaled 9 million short tons. 

U.S. coal exports in September 1991 totaled 11 million 
short tons, the same as in August 1991 and 3 percent 
higher than in September 1990. This raised the total 
coal exports in the first nine months of 1991 to 80 
million short tons, the same level as in the com- 
parable period of last year. The leading destinations 
for coal exports were Japan, Italy, France, and the 
Netherlands, together receiving 40 percent of the total 
exports. Compared to the same period in 1990, 
shipments to Japan and Italy were down by 2 and 4 
percent, respectively, while those to France and the 
Netherlands were up by 28 and 17, percent respec- 
tively. 

Metallurgical coal exports in the first nine months of 
1991 totaled 49 nullion short tons, 1 million short tons 
higher than in the comparable period of 1990. Japan 
continued as the largest importer of U.S. metallurgical 
coal, accounting for 7 million short tons of coal. This 
was 1 million short tons less than in the first nine 
months of 1990, due in part to increased competition 
from Australia and Canada. Brazil, the second- 
largest destination of U.S. metallurgical coal, received 
5 million short tons. Other large importers of U.S. 
metallurgical coal included France, Italy, and Belgium 
and Luxembourg. Compared with the first nine 
months of 1990, Brazil and France showed the largest 
tonnage increases, almost 1 million short tons each. 


Steam coal exports in the first nine months of 1991 
totaled 31 million short tons, the same amount as in 
the corresponding period of 1990. The principle 
destinations for steam coal were Italy, the Nether- 
lands, and Canada, each receiving 4 million short tons 
through September 1991. Italy and the Netherlands 
increased their U.S. steam coal imports by 15 and 25 
percent, respectively, compared with the first nine 
months of 1990, while Canada on the other hand, 
decreased by over 50 percent. The decrease in U.S. 
exports to Canada was mainly a result of the high 
level of U.S. steam coal imports in 1990 that were 
used to build-up stocks in anticipation of increased 
electricity demand, to cover nuclear plants outages 
due to routine maintenance, and some test shipments 
of low-sulfur coal from the West. Taiwan was the 
leading Asian destination, with 3 million short tons, 
a decline of 14 percent from 1990. 

U.S. coal exports from January through September 
1991 were valued at more than $3 billion, based on 
an average price of $42.85 per short ton. Norfolk, 
Virginia was the leading port of export, handling 55 
percent of all U.S. coal exports. 

Coal imports into the United States in September 1991 
totaled 387 thousand short tons, twice as much as 
was imported in September 1990. The total amount 
of coal imported during the first nine months of 1991 
was almost 3 million short tons, an increase of 38 
percent over the 1990 total. Colombia was the 
leading source of imported coal, accounting for 58 
percent of the total. Canada ranked second with over 
one-quarter of the total coal imported. Based on an 
average price of $33.11 per short ton, total coal 
imports were valued at $88 million.

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Coal ranks second in value among the mineral fuels 
produced in Utah, following crude oil and preceding 
natural gas and uranium. The 22 million short tons 
of coal produced in 1990 were valued at more than 
$400 million and accormted for about 17 percent of 
the total value of all mineral commodities produced 
in the State. More than 80 percent of Utah's coal 
output was from Federal coal leases. This 
production generated $29 million in royalties, which 
were disbursed to the State and the Federal 
Government. In April 1991, the Utah legislature 
designated coal as the State rock of Utah. 

Although coal deposits are widespread in Utah, 
production is currently from three counties in the 
central part of the State: Carbon, Emery, and Sevier 
Mining is in the Wasatch Plateau, Book Qiffs, and 
^^^yy coalfields. These fields have sizable reserves 
of Wgh quality bituminous coal in relatively thick, 
continuous beds. Because the coalbeds in these 
fields generally occur near the base of high 
pcarpments, mine entries are driven horizontally 
into the coalbeds. At a few mines, however, shafts 
have also been dug to provide vertical access to the 
coal. The bituminous coal produced in Utah 
generally has a heat content averaging 23 million 
Btu per short ton, a sulfur content of less than 1 
percent (by weight), an ash content of about 10 
percent, and a relatively low moisture content. 
Some coal in the Book Cliffs field has good coking 
properties and is used in blends to manufacture 
metallur^cal coke for Utah's iron and steel industry. 
The leading coalbeds among the 10 currently mined 
are the Hiawatha, Aberdeen, Blind Canyon, and 
Upper Hiawatha. Together these four beds account 
for nearly three-fourths of the State's coal 
production. Bed thickness usually ranges from 4 to 
12 feet, although some beds are as much as 20 feet 
thick. 

Coal was first found in Utah around 1849 in the 
^uthwestern part of the State, near what is now 
Cedar City. The deposit was mined on a small scale 
m the e^ly 1850's to supply coal to settlements and 
blacksmiths. The Coalville area in northern Utah 
b^ame the State's major source of coal about 1870 
wifiv the opening of a mine to provide heating fuel 
for Salt Lake City. Coal development in the area 
was spurred by a $1,000 reward offered in 1854 by 
the Territorial Legislature to the discoverer of a coal 
supply within 40 miles of Salt Lake City. Later, 
other coal deposits were discovered and developed 
to supply fuel for fiie transcontinental railroad and 
branch railroads constructed in Utah, and for 

manufacturing coke to smelt iron ore found in the 
State. 

At the turn of fire century, the output fi-om Utah's 
mmes was more than 1 miUion short tons. In 
1920, production reached 6 million short tons under 
the stimulus of World War I and rising shipments of 


Utah coal to other western States. In the 1930' s, 
annual production declined to an average of less 
than 4 miUion short tons as coal markets were lost 
due to competition from fuel oil and natural gas, 
and the decline in economic activity during the 
Depression. In the 1940's, annual production rose to 
more than 7 million short tons to meet the demands 
of World War II and the postwar boom. By the 
mid-1960's, however, Utah's annual coal output 
dropped to about 4 million short tons, reflecting a 
loss of markets due mostly to the dieselization of 
the railroads. As a consequence, the level of Utah's 
coal production became largely dependent on the 
demand for coking coal by the iron and steel 
industry. Utah's coal industry was revitalized in the 
1970's when the Arab oil embargo renewed interest 
in domestic coal reserves as sources of utility fuel. 
New mines were opened and existing mines 
expanded to supply coal mainly for new coal-fired 
power plants constructed in Utah. Production 
trended upward to a record 22 million short tons in 
1990, which ranked Utah 14th among the 27 coal- 
producing States. 

Utah's coal is mined exclusively by underground 
methods. Six of the 18 underground mines active in 
1990 produced more than 1 million short tons each 
during the year, together accounting for 75 percent 
of the State's total coal output. The five longwall 
mining systems active during the year produced 53 
percent of the coal. In 1990, miner productivity at 
Utah's coal mines averaged nearly 5 short tons per 
miner per hour, the highest average rate for 
underground coal mining in the United States. Five 
coal preparation plants are in operation in the State. 

About 70 percent of the coal produced in Utah in 
19% was delivered to consumers in the State. 
Shipments out of State were chiefly to Nevada and 
California. Of the total coal distributed, three- 
fourths wont to powor plants. Tho balance was 
mostly for industrial use, including about 3 percent 
for coke plants. In addition, 2 million short tons 
were exported, ranking the State as the largest coal 
exporter in the West. 

Coal consumption in 1990 totaled 16 million short 
tons. Power plants accounted for 14 million short 
tons. About 90 percent of the utility coal originated 
m the State and the rest was from Colorado. More 
than 1 million short tons of coking coal were 
consumed to make metallurgical coke. About half 
of the coking coal was mined in Utah and half was 
from Colorado. Other industrial users, including 
copper manufacturing, consumed less than 1 million 
short tons of coal, nearly all from Utah's mines. A 
small amount of fossil resin has been extracted 
intermittently since 1929 from the Wasatach Plateau 
field. The resin is used to produce adhesives, 
rubber, paint, thermoplastics, and varnish for 
printing ink. In June 1991, construction began on a 
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45 megawatt cogeneration plant at Sunnyside, 
Carbon County, that will burn waste coal from a 
nearby mine's 90-year accumulation. The plant will 
produce both electricity and steam for industrial use. 

Utah's eight coal-fired power plants had a net 
summer capability of 4,315 megawatts at the 
beginning of 1991, accounting for 90 percent of the 
State's total generating capability. Coal's share of 
the total electricity generated in Utah has risen from 
about 90 percent in the early 1980's to 98 percent in 
1990, when generation from coal was about 32 
billion kilowatthours. The State's two largest coal- 
fired power plants are the 1,600 megawatt 
Intermountain Plant, operated by the City of Los 
Angeles, in Millard County, and the 1,185 megawatt 
Hunter Plant of the PadfiCorp Electric Operations, 
in Emery County. 

Annual coal production in Utah is expected to 
remain at approximately 22 nrdllion short tons 
through 1992, with most of the output for power 
plants. According to studies made by the Utah 
Power and Light Company, in association with the 
Electric Power Research Institute and the State of 
Utah Energy Office, Utah's coal is a potential source 
of synthetic oil. In addition, the fossil resin is a 
potential feedstock for manufacturing special 
polymers or high-density jet fuel. Another possible 
energy source is coalbed methane. The coal- 
producing areas in the State are part of the large 
Uinta basin, which has a coalbed methane resource 
estimated between 1 and 5 trillion cubic feet. 
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Utah is unique among the coal-producing States because all of its coal output is from undercn-nunJ 
mine and preparation plant shown here are located in the Wasatch PlatTau field.
